MINORITY REPORT THE MOUNT 
BULL INDEX 


the President 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 


The undersigned member the 
Committee appointed make 
study the Mount Hope Bull In- 
dex behalf The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, finds himself 
unable concur the conclusions 
his colleagues. 

His study the Mount Hope In- 
dex has convinced him that 
based formula which has re- 
peatedly been demonstrated 
sound. the various criticisms 
the Index which has date 
had the privilege examining, all 
have proved based either 
misapprehensions data classi- 
fied misleading manner. 

This member therefore recom- 
mends that the Club adopt the 
Mount Hope Index with certain 
reservations. his opinion that 
every printing indices were 
preceded vigorous warning: 
the effect that the Club neither 
dorsed them nor assumed any re- 
sponsibility for their accuracy 
true measures sire’s transmit- 
ting ability, that extreme care must 
sire’s index, and also, that certain 
supplementary data (such num- 
ber pairs which index was 
based, number registered daugh- 
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ters, number tested daughters, 
and number tests discontinued) 
accompanied the indices, which 
would revised annually addi- 
tional dam-daughter pairs became 
available, the benefits breed 
would far outweigh the disadvan- 
tages. Under such arrangement 
the attention breeders would 
drawn promising new young Ad- 
vanced Register sires manner 
obviously impossible under the pres- 
ent misleading system printing 
only the records their daughters, 
which too often fail compare 
favorably with those the dams 
which they are bred. 


Ample data file the Ad- 
vanced Register Division permit 
the determination reasonably 
accurate conversion factors for use 
placing common basis, rec- 
ords made Herd Improvement, 
Single, Double, Triple letter 
classes. meet the violent oppo- 
sition the calculation mature 
equivalents which exists certain 
quarters, the computation indices 
entirely the basis those dam- 
daughter pairs which both ani- 
mals have been tested Class 
has been suggested. for the 
variations environmental condi- 
tions, breeders should always 
warned carefully investigate for 
themselves the comparability 
conditions under which have been 
completed the records used com- 
puting the indices any bull 
which they are particularly inter- 
ested. Nevertheless, the actual 
computations indices, these vari- 
ations environmental conditions 
will frequently cancel each other 
such extent that they 
longer themselves constitute 
valid objection the publication 
indices. 


This member fully appreciates 
that with the attitude the Ad- 
ministration The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club what is, 
extended argument along these lines 
would futile. the other hand, 
however, less certain that 
the Administration has, largely 
through the efforts Mount Hope 
Farm, been brought realize that 
the Club must eventually adopt the 
index system rating bulls. 


the end, therefore, that when 
this system adopted, may 
effectively applied, not merely 
bulls whose mates daughters are 
now making, shall future make 
records the Herd Improvement 
Division, but all bulls whose 
mates and progeny come test- 
ed, submits for discussion and 
consideration the following tenta- 
tive plan for sweeping revision 
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the Club’s entire system official 
testing:

Therefore, the committee revised 
its plan about half that; about 
$300,000. And the opinion all 
was that the emphasis should 
largely put directing attention 
the great consuming public and 
the leadership our own industry 
more aggressive work the 
educational sale our products. 

The committee was instructed 
incorporate the Century Dairy Ex- 
hibit and begin the solicitation 
funds carry out this plan. The 
corporation 
headquarters have been established 
and about eighty per cent the 
minimum amount already sight. 

Now, then, just word about why 
exposition. Chicago 100 years 
old next year and the leadership 
its business interests felt that 
would good thing for Chicago 
celebrate that occasion. They 


thought there was some benefit 
gotten out it. 

Somebody has said, 
not think they would want too 


many kicks.” But Chicago does 
everything undertakes big 
way, whether politics rack- 
eteering building exposition, 
and they believe that this worth 
doing. 

Now, doing that they asked 
themselves, How can make this 
exposition sensationally different 
from all that has gone before 
1893 think all agree 
that stands out great mile- 
stone the history expositions. 
they have conceived several new 
thoughts. One them that the 
basic, underlying motive this 
exposition portray, first, the 
marvelous progress American in- 
dustry, based science, or, stating 
the other way, science’s contribu- 
tion industry and human welfare. 
The next point that the exhibit 
shall conceived terms the 
visitors’ interest good many 
expositions have built buildings and 
gone out and sold the exhibits 
Tom, Dick and Harry and invited 
them come and show anything 
and then whatever exhibits they 
had left they turned around and 
sold somebody who had chance 
sell something. 


Some have seen lot rug 
sales and other sales occupy about 
ten twenty per cent the space 
some exhibits. This Exposition 
says Nothing that kind 
And they say, further, dupli- 
cation They say 
the visitor has time look over 
competing and duplicating exhibits, 
they first appealed industries 
whole tell their story. 

Unfortunately, the competition 
many industries has not made 
that possible. when that had 
failed the Exposition had turned 
around and invited certain out- 
standing individuals each indus- 
try come and tell industrial 
story; not simply put sales 
display. 

know one the big food indus- 
tries sent their advertising and 
sales managers there they 
wanted space. you want 
Well, they wanted put 
exhibit sell their goods. 
And the Exposition people said, 
are not interested that kind 
But they were able 
turn around and show this cor- 
poration that they had, within the 
variety products which they sold, 
some fascinating stories interest 
the public and convinced them 
that would their financial 
advantage tell those stories. And 
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the exhibit being developed 
that line, which will add, 
sure, very much the interest 
the corporation and the interest 
the visitor the Exposition the 
World’s Fair. 

Then they came and they 
pointed out that other industry 
has larger benefit science than 
the dairy industry. the first 
place, have bacteriology, 
have the science refrigeration and 
pasteurization and the mechanics 
the wonderful equipment used 
this industry. Now, most in- 
dustries stop there, the application 
science the pricing their 
products. But they point out that 
have tremendously additional 
advantage, namely, 
has given this great dairy industry 
the greatest leverage that has ever 
been given any industry, point- 
ing out what our product 
means scientific and nutritional 
way those who consume and use 
our products, and they invited 
come and tell our story. 

Now, has been pointed out that 
the competition today com- 
petition industry against indus- 
try, and also pointed out that 
this exhibit the candy industry 
one the few industries that, 
the last report had, had stuck 
together and were going spend 
$600,000 the manufacture and 
production and display candies, 
effort promote their advan- 
tage. 

The Coca Cola people, not 
know what their figure is, but they 
are putting complete manufac- 
turing unit sell coca cola. 

The cereal beverage people are 
putting important exhibit. 

Heinz putting exhibit that 
will portray the evolution cook- 
ing, from the standpoint the small 


ancient cooking open air fire: 


down the great modern estab- 
lishments where they cook tons and 
tons food every day. 

Another one the industries, the 
Libby people, are putting ex- 
hibit fruit canning. The meat 
industry another one that has 
gotten together and they are putting 


meat industry. 

These are some the ones that 
stand out most mind, from 
our standpoint. 

The General Motors putting 
million and half dollar exhibit 
and will show prominently the as- 
sembly the car. The Chrysler 
people are spending another large 
sum and are putting the scientific 
tests that are used for the testing 
materials and parts and that 
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The Studebaker people are putting 
the story individual transporta- 
tion the time the automo- 
bile. And understand that the 
Ford has been invited show the 
evolution the individual trans- 
portation beginning with the first 
automobile. 

Over the Science Building some 
very wonderful exhibits are develop- 
ing, beginning first with the prac- 
tical science, which the exposition 
financing. 

the way, might say that the 
exposition people have 
among business interests Chica- 
something over eight millions 
dollars, and the practical science 
has way commercializing its 
immediate results, and, consequent- 
ly, the practical science stories are 
being financed the Exposition. 
But those industries which benefit 
science, course, are financing 
their own exhibit. 

There are lot interesting 
things which have developed. One 
the things that this prac- 
tical science exhibit they are going 
bring from Vienna the glass man, 
that constructed that the vari- 
ous organs, nerves, blood vessels, 
and on, can automatically dis- 
played. 

The great pharmaceutical houses 
are putting not only the different 
articles that they use but they are 
working out way tell that 
the public. number the great 
medical institutions the country 
have space the practical science 
exhibit. 

Now, then, our industry has the 
opportunity telling its story, 
and the plans for the question 
just what part how shall di- 
vide this have not been com- 
pleted. But there widespread 
feeling that should have some 
part devoted the dairy cow, which 
part this industry. 

some ways little unfor- 
tunate that the exposition has 
showing. course, they have the 
International here coming along 
little later. Some feel that 
the agricultural side this great 
exposition rather weak. 

When you get outside the dairy, 
there are some suggestions the 
table that are wrestling with, 
and for one, feel that there 
opportunity, and not sure yet 
how far the exposition prepared 
back it, something that 
will recognize least the cow side 
our industry, perhaps way 
that distinct and different from 
any the stereotyped shows that 
have yet had. This may 
limited few sensational indi- 


viduals. might enlarged 
take considerable number. 

Now, have this question 
mind, which would like discuss 
with you, with any you who are 
sufficiently take the 
time it, and get something 
the attitude how far the cow 
breeding industry this country 
would like go. 

ahead the game because not 
prepared tell you how far the 
exposition will go. 

Their conduct has suggested that 
they are open-minded. Now, they 
may open-minded but may not 
have open-pocketbook, and un- 
less they are willing something 
help make this thing possible 
think rather out the question. 
But, the other hand, has been 
suggested one two persons 
that would great misfortune 
let World’s Fair without 
some activity which would give the 
breeding industry chance write 
into the pedigrees the future the 
winnings and recognition famous 
and worth while World’s 
Fair like this. 

have come before you with 
particular request. will say this, 
that the financing this proposi- 
tion done voluntary subscrip- 
tion. yet appeal has been 
formally made either the organ- 
ized breeding industry the 
individual, but soon our plans 
are little further completed that 
know what have say 
you, shall happy present this 
matter through the press and 
through direct appeal your or- 
ganization for such support you 
feel, these times, the character 
this exhibit and the conditions 
the industry warrant. sim- 
ply reserve the privilege coming 
back future time with some- 
thing little more definite and con- 
crete relating your branch this 
industry. 

Thank you, Mr. President, unless 
there are some questions. (Ap- 
plause. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: was very 
interesting hear this activity 
which going right near 
now. 

Mr. VAN would like 
add the invitation that 
you have about hour that you 
can spare while you are here, be- 
lieve would worth while 
over the administration building 
and ask shown the things they 
have. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Has any- 
body anything bring before this 
meeting?

TARBELL: Mr. President and 
Members the Club: have been 
tremendously impressed the sen- 
timent expressed some our 
members the effect that this was 
time for spending more money 
rather than less. believe that 
every member the Executive 
Committee would share with 
keen interest that expression, and 
therefore going say just 
word what can done the 
members make that very thing 
possible. 

have only been member the 
Executive Committee, you all 
know, for matter two three 
years, but during that time have 
been tremendously impressed the 
interest and care which the mem- 
bers the Executive Committee 
give every little item that 
brought for their attention. 
They give their time solving those 
things meant millions and 
millions our members that 
should solved correctly. They 
are painstaking body men and 
they are interested very much 
everything that interest each 
and every individual member 
our organization. 

You have heard read Mr. Mus- 
ser’s report. must have im- 
pressed you tremendously know 
that the Club’s losses this last year 
were very little. Mr. Musser, 
how many birth reports were filed? 


THE SECRETARY: Nearly 17,000. 

Mr. TARBELL: Nearly 17,000. 
just very small percentage 
those birth reports had been with- 
held and the calves registered, there 
would have been absolutely 
deficit. just few more our 
members had patronized the Journal 
with advertising there would have 
been deficit the part the 
Journal. 

Now, the thing that going 
ask the earnest cooperation 
every member this Club their 
efforts work with the Executive 
Committee advancing the best 
interests our Club. Take 
home with you what you can 
do. 

Down our little farm New 
York, are very happy over the 
fact that have been able pay 
the Club more money during the 
past three years than any three 
years our thirty years’ history with 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club. are very great believers 
the Advanced Register work. 
believe that nothing has ever 
been done the Club that has done 
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much advance the interest 
the Guernsey cow Advanced 
Register work and the work that 
being done under our 
bringing the attention the pub- 
lic the superior merits Guernsey 
milk. For that reason have 
kept increasing our Advanced Reg- 
ister work from year year. 
think approximately 
tenth the Advanced Register 
work from New York State comes 
from our farm. Now, believe 
that money well spent. be- 
lieve this mighty good time 
it. line with the herd im- 
provement work. The more that 
that done the better. people 
prefer that class the regular Ad- 
vanced Register work, all well and 
good, but let all can keep 
the Advanced Register work. 
Let all can advertise 
Guernsey interest. Let make 
our minds that are going 
leave this meeting and home with 
the kind fighting spirit that will 
progress the best interests this 
Club; that will away with any 
deficit; that will enable the Execu- 
tive Committee more aggress- 
ive advancing the interests this 
Club than they have ever been be- 
fore. More advertising, more Ad- 


vanced Register work, more 


registered, and less birth certifi- 
cates will the trick. 

never filed but one birth certificate 
our life our farm and that was 
because the calf died before could 
order complete Advanced 
Register record, that used the 
birth report.

plicated than the Woods Colori- 
meter measure the yellow color 
Guernsey cows’ milk. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: 
wish speak the motion, Mr. 
Thompson? 


Mr. THOMPSON: looking over 
the expenditures the Club for 
the various activities, really seems 
the present time rather 
silly for have say anything 
regard the support this reso- 
lution. have fault find with 
the advance production and type, 
and really think that production 
and type very important char- 
acteristic the Guernsey breed. 
have fault all find with 
any the expenditures that are 
made. With the exception over- 
head, which $6,000, all the rest 
the expenditures that are made 
the Club—extension work, $30,- 
000, Information and Service, $22,- 
000, general expenses, $35,000, ad- 
vertising and trademark, 
are all above $20,000. not 
think that there hardly any use 
going into the matter the 
color the Guernsey cow’s milk. 

You would not making all 
those expenditures that you have 
that budget that Guernsey cow 
did not have that yellow color. Now, 
then, account that color 
that you are making all those ex- 
penditures. 

have studied this color, and you 
all know more less about it, for 
good many years. has been 
sort one-man thing. think 
that the Club, very modestly, 
the resolution puts it, $2,000, should 
start and try further the work 
that have done with regard 
color. have two suggestions there 
regard the resolution that 
think should immediately fol- 
lowed out. the Guernsey breed 
can establish the fact that this yel- 
low color closely associated with 
Vitamin have got probably 
one the best selling points that 
our breed ever had. Vitamin 
the ingredient that makes Cod Liver 
Oil value and Cod Liver Oil 
would cost quite great deal 
money. 

There are private agencies that 
probably could determine whether 
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the yellow color and Vitamin 
associated, but you are able get 
student that, under the su- 
pervision agricultural college, 
that report will have great deal 
more prestige and will probably 
worth great deal more money 
the breed than was put out 
some private individual pri- 
vate agency. 


regard the second idea which 
have that resolution, namely, 
the attempt try make in- 
strument measure this yellow 
color milk, have been touch 
with all the various manufac- 
turers colorimeters, not only 
the United States but with the 
agents that handle all the Euro- 
pean instruments. have written 
all them and have taken this 
matter measuring milk color 
with them. have been down 
the United States Department 
Agriculture and gone through their 
laboratories down there. They, 
the present time, are measuring the 
the color quite great many ar- 
ticles. They measure the color 
hay. They measure the color 
cotton. measure the color 
commodities and they measure the 
color numerous agricultural prod- 
ucts Washington. All depart- 
ments Washington are now using, 
that is, all the departments that 
went through, and went through 
half dozen them, machine that 
devised the Universal Color 
Standards Baltimore con- 
junction with the Mulson Color 
System. Those two companies seem 
the best people and know more 
about color than any other authority 
the United States. Their ma- 
chine and their color charts, least, 
are accepted the United States 
Government all their various de- 
partments. 

have been Baltimore and 
have taken down the Woods ma- 
chine Baltimore. rented their 
laboratory and two their men and 
spent three days testing milk 
colors. The present machine that 
they have not any better than the 
Woods machine. The Woods Colori- 
meter that the Club got out here 
many years ago, compared 
with their machine, correct and 
perfect instrument measure milk 
color. 

realize, however, and all breed- 
ers realize, and talk with 
various breeders have come the 
that the average breeder 
not want pay $100 for 
machine measure milk color. 


great many the breeders who. 


might measure milk color are not 
equipped with electricity operate 
that machine, and great many 
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the other breeders who might meas- 
ure milk color are not equipped 
not have man who careful 
enough understands the color 
technology enough operate that 
machine. notion that the 
Club should, expressed that 
resolution, spend some money 
try devise machine that 
smaller and cheaper and that will 
approximately the same work 
the Woods machine. 

The Universal Color Standards 
Company and the Mulson Company 
have been approached regard 
this and they have made study 
it. They think that something 
along this line can produced and 
they are willing start But 
these kind times, not knowing 
how many machines are going 
sold and not knowing exactly what 
the Club its members want, they 
not feel that they can ahead 
with this matter their own basis. 
They are perfectly willing the 
work for you and they will well 
and they are established authorities 
this kind work the United 
States. 


Mr. TARBELL: Mr. President, 
sure all understand the great 
importance Guernsey color, but 
are operating under budget 
and the expenditures have al- 
ready exceeded the amount our 
budget, move, amendment, 
that this matter referred the 
Executive Committee. 
words, take its usual course for 
consideration. 

Mr. Mr. Chairman, 
not that not wish support 
Mr. Tarbell’s motion, but want 
say word favor the original 
resolution. wrote Mr. Musser 
the time the publication the 
article the Journal and said that 
thought was one the finest 
pieces instructive literature that 
ever had the Journal. 
wrote Mr. Thompson compliment- 
ing him the work. 

Allthat Mr. Thompson said about 

the value, commercially, the color 
Guernsey milk true, and you 
can say whole lot more than has 
said and still betrue. 
was nothing more than justice 
Mr. Thompson, for this extended re- 
search proposition that has car- 
ried on, that should this thing, 
cause additionally great op- 
portunity learn more about this 
product, which will mean market 
for Guernsey milk eventually. And 
certainly the Executive Commit- 
tee, figuring its budget, al- 
lowed for the fifty cent reduction 
transfer fees you will certainly now 
have this $2,000. 


Mr. ROBERTSON: may 
have been thorn the flesh but 
perfectly willing—and all 
form our opinion from our local con- 
tact and from our local point 
view. Probably you know that for 
years have not failed any an- 
nual meeting bring the color 
question some way. wish that 
you might all have heard Mr. 
Burlingham, who associated with 
the Breeder’s Gazette, speak the 
Eastern Guernsey breeders few 
years ago. 

When all said and done, the 
only thing that any other breed will 
concede the Guernsey cow her 
color. 

was interested the Woods 
machine, with Mr. Shoemaker, with 
whom was associated that time, 
and regret that circumstances 
have been such that could never 
any the work with him. 

was thorn the flesh just now 
because probably our little local 
association down Pennsylvania 
first brought the attention the 
Cattle Club the matter the trans- 
fer fee. perfectly frank, our 
real object bringing that matter 
the attention the Executive 
Committee was not the direct sav- 
ing the individual breeder but 
the fact that believed that the 
funds might more efficiently ex- 
pended more direct work milk 
than what you direct ex- 
tension work. 


You can see position, there- 
fore, and sure our people will 
heartily favor Mr. Thomp- 
son’s resolution. And with every 
confidence the Executive Com- 
mittee, view the fact that 
raised objection, and there are 
many points that might have been 
brought out that were not brought 
out the matter the wisdom 
reducing the transfer fee, the funds 
are available now and spite the 
fact that there not large repre- 
sentation here many members 
who feel that the transfer fees 
might reduced, think that 
would like see that resolution 
passed upon the floor the house 
here and that give Mr. Thomp- 
son direct support. And sure 
our own people will glad that 
move, and the one thing that 
think The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club needs 
whether not are losing that 
color, and are not losing then 
can forget about the color. But 
until that information available 
ought make some expendi- 
ture. Surely the amount money 
asked for for that work, after all the 
time and effort has given 
himself, mighty little. ask, 
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therefore, that you seriously con- 
sider giving him your direct support. 

FLINN: just want say 
that have been intimately asso- 
ciated with Mr. Thompson for some 
years, because close neighbor, 
and know has been pioneer 
that subject and was pioneer 
another subject which 
adopted almost universally, and 
that contagious abortion. know 
when first talked about 
did not know what was all about. 
The same thing applied the color. 

think man who has put the 
time and effort and money has 
put thing like that, and still 
convinced that the right thing, 
that about time for the breed 
relieve him this burden and 
show their interest it. 

part call for question 
the motion before the meeting. 

Mr. GAVIN be- 
lieve motion would order 
the Thompson resolution. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Mr. Tar- 
bell moved amendment that 
the matter referred the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Mr. did not hear 
second that. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: really 
not important. 

Mr. rise ask 
that vote here the floor 
this resolution. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Will Mr. 
Tarbell withdraw his motion? 

Mr. TARBELL: not the 
slightest degree opposed Mr. 
Thompson’s motion. only sug- 
gested motion that done 
the orderly way, the same any 
other expenditure that asked for, 
but your suggestion would 
very glad withdraw it. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: take 
the detail expenditure any 
event. 

Mr. TARBELL: Certainly. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: expres- 
sion opinion favor would 
made that meeting. 

Mr. TARBELL: entirely 
favor the motion. 


Mr. MERRYMAN: not think 
there anybody here who more 
favor Mr. Thompson’s idea than 
am. have worked with him and Mr. 
Hill. smears. worked 
with the Universal Color people. 
think very vital thing. How- 
ever, very much inclined 
agree with Mr. Tarbell’s motion. 
think the sense this meeting 
that the $2,000 appropriated 
only proper that refer the 
matter our properly constituted 
authority. have Executive 
Committee, let run the Club, 
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not think that this mat- 
ter decided public meet- 
ing. Now, for Mr. Thomp- 
son’s idea, hook, line and sinker. 
think one the greatest for- 
ward steps have ever taken. 
When made resolution about 
the fifty cent transfer fee simply 
asked that referred back 
the Executive Committee. 

Mr. THOMPSON: Mr. Chairman, 
seriously misunderstood the 
members here think that want 
spend that $2,000. not. 
not have anything with it. 
whole idea making that reso- 
lution try get The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club and some- 
body else take interest this 
color business. have other 
thought but that the Executive 
Committee The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club will spend that 
money and decide whether will 
spent not. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Surely. 

Mr. TARBELL: you will make 
your motion that way will very 
glad second it. 

Mr. THOMPSON: That just the 
resolution, that the money set 
aside for that purpose. would like 
know that that money there 
and that available. 

Mr. TARBELL: That the Execu- 
tive Committee 
that money aside for that purpose. 

Mr. THOMPSON: No, sir, not 
That set aside. 
(Applause.) want know that 
can spent during the year for 
that purpose.

ganization and management our 
Club. 

Mr. move you 
that the sense this meeting 
that the Executive 
Committee the adoption the 
Thompson resolution. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: That ought 
save everybody’s feelings. 

Mr. MERRYMAN: second the 
motion. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: has been 
moved and seconded that this meet- 
ing endorse the resolution offered 
Mr. Thompson and refer the 
matter the Executive Commit- 
tee. that the effect? 

Mr. THOMPSON: May ask 
question? Does that mean that the 
$2,000 available does mean 
that the Executive Committee can 
say that the $2,000 not available? 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: 
have not got suppose they can 
say they have not got it. 

THOMPSON: The idea that 
resolution set aside and give 
$2,000 for that work. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Yes. 


Mr. THOMPSON: Now, have 
objection the question being re- 
ferred the Executive Committee, 
but notion presenting that 
resolution exactly avoid what 
Mr. Tarbell here has said—that 
did not have the money you 
would not spend it. notion 
presenting the resolution that 
the Executive Committee will cut 
down some other expense 
something that the money will 
the expenditure. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: This only 
calls for $1,300 immediately. 


Mr. THOMPSON: 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: course, 
the meeting endorses that, that 
what means. They will have 
find $1,300 somewhere. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee has got 
what the Club tells do. 

Mr. THOMPSON: That what 
want. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: 
they have put mortgage our 
home. think understand each 
other. will ahead with 
many are favor 
—will you please repeat your mo- 
tion, Mr. afraid 
did not repeat quite you made 
it. 
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Mr. think you did. 
sounded have the same 
effect. think you used little 
nicer English it. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Well, 
have both motions the record. 
The question the motion 
Mr. you accept 
that, Mr. Thompson? 

Mr. THOMPSON: not think 
you have answered question. 
What trying find out does 
Mr. motion put the 
matter allotting $2,000 the 
hands the Executive Committee? 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE:

How 
can that be? One cell divides 
and becomes two; two divide and 
become four; four divide and be- 
come eight. That the process. 
But there vastly more than 
appears the surface. study 
this question with microscope re- 
veals some astonishing and beautiful 
processes. 

Suppose back that ori- 
ginal cell that started with. Let 
now examine the nucleus and see 
what goes within it. would 
very easy for understand 
how division could come about 
piece jelly and this individual 
piece jelly become two, but that 
only the external appearance. 
Now let forget about every other 
part the cell except the nucleus 
and see what happens. The net- 
work chromatin, have 
already seen, slowly drawn into 
small lines which are called chromo- 
somes, and that, course, when 
the cell getting ready divide. 
Each chromosome has partner. 
soon the chromosomes have 
all become visible then one notices 
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that each chromosome the 
process hecoming two. 

Take, for example, the fruit fly 
which has four chromosomes. The 
four become eight 
chramosomes, and one each 
the new pairs goes into each the 
two daughter cells that result from 
the division the parent cell. Now 
this has tremendous bearing the 
subject heredity and funda- 
mentally important that under- 
stand it. But always keep mind 
the pairs chromosomes and re- 
member that each chromosome 
constituted many, many little 
units called genes. These genes are 
believed tiny 
packets chemicals 
and they, too, are 
pairs just the chro- 
mosomes which they 
compose are pairs. 
One gene from each 
pair lies each 
the pairs chromo- 
somes.

man who threw the last 
shovelful earth the 
grave the blood theory was 
Johann Gregor Mendel, 
Moravian monk who did his 
work studying inheritance 
garden peas. not 
mean imply that ever 
gave thought the idea 
the blood theory inheritance 
but, far are concerned, 
what did for was re- 
moveit. For several hundred 
years before Mendel, men 
Europe had been experiment- 
ing and had come certain 
definite conclusions about in- 
heritance. find some 


words used them which 
were later used Mendel, old 
words which were given new 
meanings. find many ref- 
erences the studies these 
oldtimers the fact that cer- 
tain traits seemed skip 
generation. Englishman, 
named Knight, bred garden 


peas and drew certain very inter- 
esting conclusions which were 
some respects not unlike those 
Gregor Mendel, who did his work 
considerably later. And there was 
Frenchman who mated canta- 
loupes and muskmelons. no- 
ticed that they differed certain 
respects and wrote down 
parallel columns the differences that 
noticed. other words, 
tried factor them out into the 
smallest possible common denomi- 
nators. 

About the same time that Mendel 
was doing his work, another English- 
man, Galton, was studying color 
inheritance the Bassett hound. 
He, too, found that heredity was 
not case dilution. 

Unfortunately, Mendel’s work 
was lost the world until the year 
1900. read paper before his 
little Historical Society and the So- 
ciety later published this paper 
all its detail, but being such ob- 
scure journal and because Mendel 
was few years ahead the times, 
one took any notice it. 

Dr. Liberty Hyde Bailey Cor- 
nell, however, had made listing, 
along with his other references, 
this paper, although understand 
never read himself. Dutch- 
named DeVries happened 
see the reference among Dr. Bailey’s 
listings. read the paper and 
rediscovered Mendel’s law in- 
heritance.

where there difference between 
two individuals regard one 
these unit traits, and these two in- 
dividuals are mated, then one trait 
will appear the offspring, while 
the other will not.
